We’ve all said it, many times — and we’ve been sin­ 
cere. But how many of us have ever stopped to analyze 
just what the ingredients are that produce this feeling of 
happy anticipation, this glow of affection for others? 
Have we ever considered just what persons we include 
in our expression of “good will to men? ” 
Too often the good will seems to reach only as far as 
our immediate families and little circles of friends, that’s 
fine, but it’s not enough, not nearly enough in the kind of 
interconnected, interdependent world we live in today. 
The history of mankind can be seen as a gradual ex­ 
tension of certain basic moral beliefs. Brotherly love, 
kindness, truthfulness, co-operation — all of these no 
doubt had their origins in the primitive family group. 
When the tribe and the clan — groups of families — 
came into being, there also came an enlargement and 
greater enforcement of the moral code. But all these 
early beginnings of morality centered on the security of 
the immediate group and ended abruptly when it came to 
strange or rival clans. 
Over thousands of years, the city-state and the nation 
became the most important social and political units. 
The morality of the family and the tribe, sanctioned by 
custom and religion, was condified into written law. 
Yet morality still did not necessarily extend beyond the 
largest social unit. Throughout recorded and unrecorded 
time, war has been the usual means of solving 
disagreements between nations. 
Today, however, the realities of nuclear weaponry 
have made war no longer a practical extension of 
diplomacy. Like it or not, all mankind is now truly one 
family, and aggression against one member of that 
family could lead to the end of the world family as a 
whole. 
Peace, based upon brotherly loved, expressed by world 
law and enforceable by some means, seems to be the only 
alternative. How to attain it is something else again. But 
it must begin with each of us as individuals. 
When we say “peace on earth,” let it mean peace for 
all peoples and all countries, not just those who agree 
with our political philosophy. 
When we say “Good will to men,” let it mean all men, 
not just those of our color, nationality or creed. 
Yet, it would be wonderful if the Christmas spirit could 
last the whole year ’round.Just almost as wonderful 
would be real peace and good will even for only this one 
season of the year, for a change.

THE HOLY SHROUD

The single most impressive 
relic of Christianity is called the 
Holy Shroud. 
It is now and has been for 400 
years in the Cathedral at Turin, 
Italy. It is a beautifully made 
linen cloth 14 feet, 3 inches long 
and 3 feet, 7 inches wide. It 
bears the front and back images 
of a muscular man six feet tall. 
The image of the face and 
body on the shroud is that of a 
handsome, very well-built, but 
much tortured man in his 30s 
The face has a forked beard 
which was distinctive to Jewish 
men at the time of the 
Crucifixion. 
The images on the Shroud are 
made by blood and perspiration. 
They show in clear detail the 
horrible effects of the Roman 
crucifixion

Pierre Barbel found that more 
than 50 strokes with the Roman 
flagrum, a leather whip with 
balls of metal designed to tear 
the skin, were inflicted on the 
back. 
The head shows a crown of 
thorns Bruise marks are (Hi the 
face including a fracture of the 
posterior of the nose cartilage. 
On both wrists there are nail 
marks which pierced the sen­ 
sory nerve trunks There is a 
spear thrust wound on the front 
side of the chest, and nail marks 
through the feet. 
The Shroud 
images are 
negatives, 
sim ilar 
to the 
negavive image on photographic 
film. Before the discovery of 
photography in the 19th Century, 
no one understood a negative 
image. 
The images on the Shroud are 
clearly natural and experts all 
agree that they could not have 
been painted. 
Compare all the unique things 


that happened to the body of the 
man whose image is on the 
Shroud with the same things 
that happened to Jesus. The 
crown of thorns and 
the 
scourging in a crucifixion case 
were not customary Roman 
procedures. The Shroud con­ 
forms to the description of the 
garment furnished by Joseph of 
Arimathea. 
A seven-year investigation by 
scientists that ended this year 
concluded that “we have not 
found anything to contradict the 
belief that the Shroud is the 
Shroud of Jesus. “ This evidence 
gives the lie to the current 
blasphemous book alleging that 
the death of Christ was a hoax to 
support a false claim of im­ 
mortality.

THE SHALLOW MISSISSIPPI 
William J. O’Neill

One reason grocery prices 
may go up in coming months is 
that the Mississippi has gone 
down. As the river’s level drops, 
shipping costs rise. And the 1800- 
mile waterway that is a major 
artery for Midwe«* grain 


shipments has fallen to a recoru 
low, following a hot, dry sum­ 
mer. 
The United States Army Corps 
of Engineers, charged with 
keeping the channel navigable, 
reported the river gauge at 
Memphis sank to 5.7 feet below 
normal in mid-September and 
would probably slip to more 
than 6 feet below the river’s 
customary 
level—dangerously 
shallow for barges loaded with 
grain. The previous record was 
minus 5.4 feet during a drouth in 
1956. 
Commerce on the Mississippi 
totalled 1.6 billion dollars last 
year, as tugs and barges moved 
14,600,000 tons of commodities 
up and down the watery high­ 
way 
from 
Minnesota 
to 
Louisiana and the Gulf ports. 
Gasoline, kerosene, fuel oil and 
lubricating oil from the Gulf 
move 
upriver, 
while 
corn, 
wheat, oats, barley, rye and 
soybeans move down. 
Up to 80 per cent of grain 
exports from the upper Midwest 
travel down the Mississippi on 
barges, and the autumn har­ 
vests signal the start of the 
river’s busiest season. But with 
the river at low level the fully 
laden barges draw too much 
water for safety. Instead of 
filling barges to their normal 9- 
foot draft, shippers have had to 
stop at 8.5 feet and may have to 
reduce draft again to little more 
than 7 feet. 
To maneuver around bends in 
the river and still allow room for 
two-way traffic in the narrowed 
channel, powerful tugs that 
normally guide trains of 30 and 
40 barges on the Mississippi are 
pusing 20 or 25. 
Even so, the risk of grounding 
remains greater than usual. 
More cautious speeds, and the 
fact that the river’s reduced 
flow means its locks take more 
time to fill, have added two days 
to the five day trip from St. 
Louis to New Orleans. At one 
point last month, the Mississippi 
was moving so slowly that a 
train of barges took 11 days to 
cover 33 miles between Min­ 
neapolis and Hastings in Min­ 
nesota—normally 
a 
two-day 
trio. 


It requires the same crew and 
as much fuel for a tug to 
shepherd 35 barges, each filled 
with 1500 tons of cargo, as itdoes 
to push 20 barges that are only 
carrying 800 tons. As a result, 
the Mississippi’s low water level 
will add million of dollars to 
delivery costs. 
Adding to shipper’s woes, 
September was just the start of 
the river’s annual low-water 
season, with no relief likely 
before the end of the year. Grain 
merchants, tug captains and 
Army engineers are hoping for a 
wet winter.

Well, as the White House’s

They 
were “Waiting for Jimmy.” And 
his policies. Will labor own him? 
To restore confidence in the 
American business people who 
meet the nation’s payrolls, there 
must be an ecconomic policy 
which is anti-inflationary. 
Management simply doesn’t 
want to wind up paying $2 billion 
for a project they originally 
“costed in” at $1 billion. 
There must be a realization 
that the current unemployment 
statistics

dicators,” 
some 
business 
leaders say, becaue there’s been 
such a change in the work force. 
“Full employment” now should 
be considered as about 5 or 5Vs 
per cent joblessness. 
An£ there must be some 
heading off of the heady 
professional environmentalists. 
Labor must make up its mind on 
what it wants - productive 
billions of dollars or inflationary 
job relief through handouts. 
For all this, so the big capital 
spending can begin, confidence 
is needed. That’s why Gov. 
Carter 
wants

Throughout recorded and unrecorded 
time, war has been the usual means of solving 
disagreements between nations.

Like it or not, all mankind is now truly one 
family, and aggression against one member of that 
family could lead to the end of the world family as a 
whole. 
Peace, based upon brotherly loved, expressed by world 
law and enforceable by some means, seems to be the only 
alternative. How to attain it is something else again. But 
it must begin with each of us as individuals. 
When we say “peace on earth,” let it mean peace for 
all peoples and all countries, not just those who agree 
with our political philosophy. 
When w-e say “Good will to men,” let it mean all men, 
not just those of our color, nationality or creed. 
Yet, it would be wonderful if the Christmas spirit could 
last the whole year round.Just almost as wonderful 
would be real peace and good will even for only this one 
season of the year, for a change.

Proponents of the legislation 
say it is only a matter of time 
before the state laws are 
challenged in court and found 
invalid. 
The federal cases, one in 
Alabama 
and 
one

Wisconsin, 
both 
ruled 
unconstitutional 
the 
commitment and detainment 
procedures for mental 
patients used by those states. 
They set a standard by 
which a mental patient's 
constitutional rights of due 
process of law under the 
Fourteenth Amendment must 
be respected. 
The standard requires that 
patients not be detained for 
long periods of time against 
their will or without a court 
determination 
that 
the 
detainment is in their own best 
interest. 
As in several other states, 
present statutes in Missouri 
which set guidelines for these 
commitment procedures for 
the mentally disabled are not 
up to that standard. As a 
result, one of the major 
changes 
sought by 
the 
legislation will be to revise 
and update commitment 
procedure requirements. 
Under present state laws, a 
person can be detained in a 
mental health facility against 
their will, and without legal 
protection, for as long as 10 to 
IS days. 
However, this 
apparently violates a person’s 
constitutional 
rights, 
according to the federal 
decisions. 
Warren Welliver, Sen -elect 
from Columbia who will 
cosponsor the legislation, said 
present statutes allow for 
abuses such as a person 
having their spouse locked up 


for long periods of time on a 
charge 
that 
they 
are 
“mentally disabled.” 
The proposed statutes would 
provide several safeguards 
against those abuses for the 
patient. First, it provides 
strict guidelines defining how 
a person is determined 
“mentally ill,” “disabled” 
and “dangerous.” 
Either a policeman or a 
Mental Health Officer (Which 
is also a new concept of the 
legislation) could commit a 
“dangerous” person to a 
facility and detain them there 
for up to 72 hours. 
The patient would be 
examined within three hours 
of his arrival, and a court- 
designated attorney for the 
patient must be informed of 
the detention within 12 hours. 
The patient would be 
advised of his constitutional 
rights and, if the court orders 
no further detention, he would 
be released after the 72 hours 
are up, according to the 
proposed plan. 
If the court orders that the 


patient be detained further, it 
would only be for a period of 14 
days. To detain him longer 
than the 14 days, a hearing 
would be set up for the court to 
determine if the patient should 
be admitted for an additional 
90 days.

Missouri’s 
statutes in that area are 
probably unconstitutional. 
proponents of the legislation 
say it is only a matter of time 
before the state laws are 
challenged in court and found 
invalid. 
The federal cases, one in 
Alabam a 
and 
one 
in 
W isconsin, 
both 
ruled 
u n co n stitu tio n a l 
the 
commitment and detainment 
procedures 
for 
mental 
patients used by those states. 
■Hiey set a standard by 
which 
a 
mental 
patient’s 
constitutional rights of due 
process of law under the 
Fourteenth Amendment must 
be respected. 
TTie standard requires that 
patients not be detained for 
long periods of time against 
their will or without a court 
determination

patient be detained further, it 
would only be for a period of 14 
days.

Japan’s fashion boom 
tailored for designers 


TOKYO (AP) - Ten yean 
ago, it would not have been 
pouible (or a Japanese design* 
er like Jun Ashida to buy a 
boutique in the fashionable Gin* 
sa section of Tokyo. 
■ He was surprised then, when 
a Japanese bank had enough I 
faith in the booming business of 
fashion in Japan to lend him 
nearly a million dollars to pur* 
chase a shop among the busi­ 
ness establishments in down­ 
town Tokyo. 
The land is reputed to be the 
most expensive in Japan at 
$16,363 U.S. per square meter. 
"We’re really just a small 
company,” said Ashida man­ 
ager Paul Jeffers. "We thought 
we would rent it, but the bank 
suggested we purchase and 
agreed to the loan.” 
It is a sign of the success 
Japanese fashion designers are 
enjoying, presenting collections 
and opening shops in Tokyo, 
New York and Paris. Yet most 
of them are the first generation 
of Japanese to design Western 
clothes, which came to the Far 
East on a large scale only after 
World War i f 
Hanse Mori recently opened 
her second boutique in New 
York, where she is known for 
her Japanese style prints on 
flowing chiffon gowns, and she 
will soon have a Paris boutique 
as well. 
Kenzo Takada became the 
first Japanese to have his de­ 
signs chosen for "Clothes of the 
Year” by the- "Museum of Cos­ 
tume” in Bath, England. 


"Fashion in the mid-’70s can 
be summed up as the Age of 
Jap, the time when Kenzo Ta­ 
kada rose to share with Saint 
Laurent the status 
of the 
world’s most pacesetting and 
influential designer,” the mu­ 
seum’s pamphlet says. 
"Japanese designers have 
been studying the French spirit 
and feeling of clothing for a 
long time,” said Jun Ashida. 
"Now we have become more 
confident and we are able to 
make dothea in our own feel­ 
ing, using traditional styles.” 
But while some Japanese de­ 
signers are impressing 
the 
West with the flavor of the Ori­ 
ent, Japanese women still pre­ 
fer purely European and Amer­ 
ican styles in their clothes. 
Hanae Mori has had to create 
different lines for her Japanese 
customers, staying away from 
the traditional woodblock print 
influence on the materials she 
uses for dresses in New York. 
Ashida has begun to manufac­ 
ture clothes in France and im­ 
port them into Japan with 
"Made in France” on the label. 
Department stores have been 
competing for licensing rights 
to manufacture the clothes of 
Saint Laurent, Nina Ricci, Giv­ 
enchy and Cardin, all of which 
are advertised widely in trains 
and subways. 
"They don’t get back in sales 
what they put into advertis­ 
ing,” said one designer’s busi­ 
ness manager. He complained 
the stores spent more money 
promoting the French names 


than the Japanese, just for 
prestige 
The clothing market in Ja­ 
pan, 
however, 
can 
accom­ 
modate more than one nation­ 
ality of designer. Statistics 
show the average household 
spends more for clothing than 
housing, and 26 Tokyo depart­ 
ment stores had sales in August 
of 1326 million of which clothing 
sales accounted for $137 mil- 


"Japanese women definitely 
spend more money on clothing 
than French or American wom­ 
en,’’ said Pierre Baudry of the 
French Fashion Center in Tok­ 
yo. 
"I think it’s because of the 
kimono. It’s nothing to pay 
from $500 to $1,000 for one ki­ 
mono, and when you buy all the 
accessories, it’s way over a 
thousand dollars. Just think of 
the type of Western clothing 
you can buy for that,” he said. 
The French Fashion Center 
began a year ago to help 
French manufacturers export 
to Japan. Representing the 
French textile industries and 
the Union of French Apparel 
Industries, it has sponsored two 
French fashion fairs in Tokyo. 
"Technically we represent 
the union, but in fact we repre­ 
sent the whole profession,” 
Baudry said. 
At the fairs, French manufac­ 
turers show their ready-to-wear 
lines to Japanese businessmen, 
even ahead of the showings in 
France. 
Sales in the first fair totaled 
$4.5 million. 
Girl comes out of coma 
to regain much of health

A 
year and a half after an au­ 
tomobile accident that left her 
in a coma and paralyzed, Susar 
Sharpe, 19, is going home. 
It was Just a year ago that 
Susan snapped out of her six- 
month sleep caused by severe 
brain damage, but she still 
could not swallow or chew, 
speak or move. 
Doctors almost gave up hope 
and considered sending her to a 
nursing home. Then, one day 


during a speech therapy ses­ 
sion, Susan responded with a 
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blink of her eyes — the right 
signal for "Yes." 
"Then we knew there was 
hope," said Dr. Edward J. No­ 
vak, medical director of the 
Rehabilitation Institute, nation­ 
ally known for its work with 
stroke victims and accident 
survivors who require more 
care than a regular hospital 
can offer. 
The staff began increasing 
the three types of therapy pro­ 
vided — physical, occupational 
and speech — from a few min­ 
utes a day to a few hours. The 
result was what her doctors 
call "remarkable progress." 
Susan's 
thinking 
processes 
have cleared up, and she un­ 
derstands what's going around 
her, but talking comes hard. 
She has not yet regained full 
control of her mouth and voice. 
"We think she's just about as 
intelligent as she was before," 
Dr. Novak said. "Her speech is 
still a whisper, but she can un­ 
derstand everything you say." 


Before the car in which she 
was a passenger awerved off a 
road and went down an em­ 
bankment, 
Susan 
was 
a 
straight-A student and valedic­ 
torian of her high school class 
at Braymer. Mo. 
About five weeks ago, she un­ 
derwent surgery to straighten 
out her clasped right hand. A 
few muscles in her fingers had 
to be cut, and therapy was 
started to restore their use. 
She's even resumed typing, not 
proficiently but determinedly 
Proficiency will return, doctors 
say. Determination comes first. 
Susan has been going home 
regularly on weekends for three 
months 
Now. she’s ready to 
make it permanent, except for 
three days a week at the in­ 
stitute for therapy on an out­ 
patient basis.

NEW YORK (AP) - Dignity 
on the job, a boss who is fair 
and work that generates a 
sense of identity or importance 
are the three most important 
job factors to a working wom­ 
an, according to a survey spon­ 
sored by a temporary help 
service. 
The survey, which queried 
women office workers on as­ 
signment for Western Tempora­ 
ry Services in seven states, re­ 
vealed that women are un- 
happiest when asked to do tri­ 
vial tasks, personal favors for 
the boss or to work for people 
who are not fully competent. 
Do women prefer to work for 
a man or woman? 
Of those who responded, 77 
per cent prefer rnen as bosses; 
13 per cent prefer women and 
10 per cent said it didn't matter 
as long as the boss was com­ 
petent. Those who preferred to 
work for men had a variety of 
reasons. Among them: 
Men are less catty and easier 
to get along with; rnen usually 
don’t flaunt their authority or 
regard women as a threat; 
men are easier to please — 
women bosses are too particu­ 
lar; men don’t lose their tem­ 
pers as fast as women and 
women bosses always feel com­ 
petitive with their female sec­ 
retaries or clerks. 
Those who would prefer to 
work for women cited female 
empathy. Said one respondent: 
"A woman 
understands the 
problems of working women, 
such as sick children, baby­ 
sitting needs and the like." 
The best bosses were almost 
unanimously described as "un­ 


derstanding." Said one woman; 
"I like a boss who understands 
that a woman - particularly 
one with children - 
may have 
to leave early on occasion and 
without much warning. Most 
bosses 
understand 
this, 
but 
some don't. Insensitive ones 
think it’s all right for them to 
play golf in mid-afternoon but 
unreasonable for a mother to 
tend an injured child." 
Others felt that the best bos­ 
ses were 
"reasonable about 
what they expect." "down to 
earth," "friendly — but busi­ 
nesslike," and "able to view a 
subordinate as a person as well 
as a worker." 


The worst faults bosses have, 
according to the women sur­ 
veyed, are haughtiness, the use 
of foul language, poor adminis­ 
trative abilities and a patron­ 
izing attitude. 
Said one: "The boss was nev­ 
er on top of his job. He waited 
until five minutes to quitting 
time to give you an hour's 
work. Then he wondered why 
morale was low and there were 
inefficiencies in the office.” 
Asked whether there was any 
one thing they would like to 
change on their job, the women 
responded with varied check­ 
lists; the working hours, the at­ 
titudes of coworkers, the need 
for more variety, the need for 
more challenging work. 
As for why they work as tem ­ 
poraries, 
respondents 
cited 
"flexibility" 
and 
"variety" 
most often. Many said that 
home responsibilities m ade it 
impossible to accept a per­ 
manent job. Others pointed to 
the advantages of meeting new 
people and new work situations 
by working as tem poraries. 
The survey revealed that a

Whether they enjoy working 
or not, over 50 per cent of the 
women who take tem porary as­ 
signments said the main reason 
they work is financial. How­ 
ever, many women who were 
not obliged to work for finan­ 
cial reasons did so for the self­ 
esteem 
that

provides. 
Said one woman: "I wouldn’t 
have as much knowledge if I 
didn’t work — and in a sense 
would lack the m ental m aturity 
of my husband." 
Another said simply: "W e'd 
be able to m anage on my hus­ 
band's salary, but I just enjoy 
working and being out of the 
house."

Supreme Court Justice Wil­ 
liam O. Douglas cured a case 
of sour stomach with a bowl of 
yogurt handed him by an Ira­ 
nian tribesm an on one of his 
travels. And seven centuries 
earlier, the troops of Genghis 
Khan subsisted on this thick, 
curdled milk during their con­ 
quests of Mongolia and the 
Middle East. 
Yogurt may not ward off se­ 
nility, as once surmised, but it 
is agreed that this fermented 
milk treated with bacteria is 
good for you and keeps your di­ 
gestion in order. And it can be 
tasty too. 
Yogurt’s origins go way back. 
Since 
milk 
spoils 
quickly, 
people in many lands have 
soured and fermented it for 
centuries to make what the 
English used to call curds and 
whey in the days of Little Miss 
Muffett. 
Ordinary sour milk is curdled 
by alm ost any wild bacteria, 
but true yogurt is turned to 
curd 
by 
two 
cultures 
with 
tongue-twisting names, which 
were isolated around the turn 
of the century by Russian bac­ 
teriologist Dr. Elie Metchnikoff.. 
Yogurt was originally sold in 
America as a health food, but it 
found a much broader m arket 
after straw berry preserves and 
other sweeteners were added a 
couple of decades ago. Amen- 


cans today eat about 110 m il­ 
lion cups of yogurt a year. 
U.S. yogurt is generally m ade 
with 
clarified, 
homogenized, 
pasteurized cow’s milk. This is 
quite different from the goat’s 
milk yogurt eaten by Abraham 
of the Old Testam ent or the 
yak’s milk version enjoyed by 
Genghis Khan. 
Iranians 
have 
been 
con­ 
suming yogurt since the days of 
the 
Persian 
empire. 
They 
frequently eat it with vege­ 
tables, I learned recently from 
Joubin Shokouhian, who is ca­ 
tering director of Iran Air. 
Such a m ixture is called Bo- 
rani, a nam e derived from 
Poorandokht, a woman who 
ruled Persia 1,300 years ago 
and who had a weakness for 
y o g u r t - v e g e t a b l e 
c o m ­ 
binations.

WICHITA, Kan. (AP) - Gov. 
Jerry Brown of California may 
not be a modern day Scrooge, 
but his office’s ¡“hah humbug” 
response to a Wichita familiy’s 
Christmas project won’t soon 
be forgotten. 
In the spirit of the nation’s 
Bicentennial year, Patti Sheri­ 
dan thought it would be educa­ 
tion for her three children to 
have a token representing each 
of the 50 states on their Christ­ 
mas tree. 
So last January, she wrote 
each of the governors asking 
for such a m emento in ex­ 
change for a tiny bag of Kan­ 
sas turkey red wheat, which 
she enclosed in the letters. 
Forty-four governors or their 
representatives 
responded, 
sending such item s as a pin de­ 
picting a Rhode Island Red 
rooster, a bag of popcorn from 
Indiana, Chimeyo chili peppers 
from New Mexico and a ja r of 
Mississippi River w ater from 
Mississippi. 
The governors of New York, 
Connecticut, Texas, Florida and 
Wyoming failed to respond. Al­ 
though an aide to Brown an­ 
swered her letter, Mrs. Sheri­ 
dan, a California native, wished 
he had not. 
The bag of wheat, broken 
open, was returned from S acra­ 
mento with a note from the as­ 
sistant stating Brown had a pol­ 
icy of not accepting gifts “ in 
keeping with the spirit of the 
political 
reform 
in itiativ e, 
which the governor supported." 
“ It was very tacky,” Mrs. 
Sheridan said, “ It had no class 
at all. 
“ If it had been something of 
real value. I could understand 
sending it back," she said of 
the wheat bag, worth about a 
half-cent on the current m ar­ 
ket. 
Mrs. Sheridan, the wife of a 
retired Air Force major, said 
Gov. Hugh Carey may not have 
responded because “ New York 
couldn't afford to send any­ 
thing.”

Do you know the origin of the lovely plant we have come 
to identify with Christmas? These colorful plants were 
first introduced to America in 1825, by Joel Poinsett, then 
serving as our Ambassador to Mexico, who brought some 
16 plants back to his South Carolina greenhouse.
